“The Legion’s interest in this ac-

eight states, the District of Col­ 
umbia, Canal Zone and the Hawaii- 
I 0. an Islands. Nine new Department 
'^ C h a irm e n w*ere appointed during 
the year. These Committes are ex­ 
tending the work througnout the 
f t1| posts of their respective Depaie- 
| A m ents. 'The Department chairmen, 
f composing the Regional Comm­ 
ittees, co-ordinate the work with 
the Boy Scout organization on a 
wider scale. 
“Throughout the various states, 
Legion committees in cooperation 
with Scout officials, have developed 
constructive plans for rendering 
service to the Boy Scout movement. 
American Legion posts have spon- 
% sored and furnished active leader­ 
ship to troops covering about 25,- 
00 boys, some of which included 
oreign-bom and under-privileged 
boys. 
In certain states, the num­ 
ber of troops under Legion spon­ 
sorship is equal to or exceeds fifty 
per cent of Jhe number of posts.

instances, 
where 
m meeting places were nm available 
* these have been provided by tne 
Legion. 
Posts have cooperated in 
the conduct of financing for the 
apurpose of extending tne oppor- 
W J trinities of Scouting to 
boys

ities, and in many of those cam­ 
paign, posts have made direct con­ 
tributions ranging as high as $1,- 
200.00 from a single post.

therefore, cover a

Posts have arranged camps, fur- 
* Iii shed camping equipment and in­ 
struction, conducted hikes, present­ 
ed Flags arui emblems, organized 
t | 
^contests and field meets, athletic 
* 
events, conducted training courses, 
etc. 
Boy Scouts have co-operated 
with the Legion in many ways, i. 
participated in Legion parades 
and drives, Flag Day celebrations, 
et-out-the-vote 
campaigns, 
etc. 
In many of these activities, Legion 
posts have reached fundamentally 
many of the purposes of the Pre­ 
amble of the Legion Constitution. 
While no comparisons of results by 
Department is intended, especially 
outstanding and noteworthy results 
h&Ve been accomplished by the De­ 
partm ent of California and New 
p York. 
“In order that the work may be 
more permanently organized, the 
term of appointment of Chairman 
pf Department Boy 
Scout 
Gonre 
Jfniitees should be extended from 
a>/»c to at least two years, and as 
far as possible, plans developed in 
co-operation with Scout Executives 
should cover one to two year per­ 
iods.
